TAXING CORPORATIONS 


[From l*os Angeles Financial News.] 


In order to increase its revenue the State proposes 
to raise the rates on railroads, banks aud other cor­ 
porations taxed for Stute purposes. 
The Increase 
needed is $1,350,OOO u year. The proposed increase 
will, it is said, ho contested by tile hanks while tho 
railroads, it is said, w ill not protest but submit. 
Gilder the 1913 law* the various corporations pay 
the following rates on their gross receipts: Railroads, 
4% per cont; sleeping-car companies, I per cent, ex­ 
press companies, 2 per ceut; telephone aud telegraph 
companies, 4 2-lu per cent; gas, power and electric 
companies, 4 6-10 per cent; insurance companies 
144 per cont, and bunks I per cent. 
Professor Carl C. Plehn, expert for the State Board 
of Equalization, is of opinion that certain of tho cor­ 
porations are paying less than tho average rate for 
property ut largo, which has been estimated ut $1.21 
for each $100 of actual value. 
In order to tiring 
tho corporation taxes to their lull share of the bur­ 
den he declares the following increases should ho 
made by tho Legislature: 
Railroads, including street railroads, from four 
and three-quarters to Avo mid one quarter per cent 
of their gross earnings. 
Gus and electric companies, from four and slx- 
tentlis to live und one-quarter per cent of their gross 
earnings. 
Telephone and telegraph companies from four and 
two-tenths to four and one-half per cent of their 
gross earnings. 
insurance companies, from one ana three-quarters 
to two per cent of their gross premiums. 
Banks, from one lier cent to one and tw'o-tenths 
per cent of the book value of their stocx *(i.e., capital 
surplus and undivided profits.) 
Express companies and car companies will pay tile 
same taxes us before, under the plan. 


This week public hearings have been had by the 
Joint Senate and Assembly Revenue Taxation Com­ 
mittee on tile proposed raise. At the hearing of rail­ 
roads and car companies Warren Olney, Jr., speak­ 
ing for the Southern Pacific, Western Pacific, Santa 
Fe and Northwestern Pueiilc railroads said: 
“So far us the railroads I represent are con­ 
cerned we have no objection to the fundamental 
principle as laid down in the Governor’s message that 
tile corporations should pay ut the same rate as Hie 
people at large. They niuko no objection now to an 
Increase on the rate of 4% pa'-* cent which they 
now pay, but we do not believe by any means that 
Hie railroads have been getting any tile best of it. 
“The time is too short n *w to arrive ut a sure 
adjustment of the true proportion, and we suggest to 
the Legislature that some means bo taken whereby 
Hie next session of tho Legislature cun base a true 
aud fuirly accurate conclusion. The most important 
particular in which the 1913 examination that yield­ 
ed the busis rate of $1.1386 was in error was that no 
snflicient allowance was made fo- very large values 
in personal property that were not included. With tho 
railroads everything tangible aud intangible im lad­ 
ing their persouul property was fully included." 
When he concluded Prof. Plehn made this sig- 
nllieaut statement: 
“I think some concession might he made and that 
the Legislature iii fixing 4:>4 per cent of the gross 
earnings of the railroads came usurer a murk that 
was equivalent to Hie rate on local property. It might 
be that Hie committee would he instilled iii taking 
$1.1 02 as the average paid on each $100 instead of 
$1.1 386.” 
At the rate of 4% per cent Hie railroads 
now pay an equivalent of $1.0796 on each $1000. 
Other corporations have been heard during tho 
week and this afternoon the banks und general cor­ 
porations will be heard. As said it is understood that 
the bankers of the State will fight the proposed in­ 
crease as they believe that they are carrying an 
extra heavy load of taxation.
